FIrft'I commend to your ferious confederation and praflice, the Alphabets 
of whatfoever hand or hands you intend to write, and thofe difTeS^ed, or 

' in their feveral Fraftions and Pieces according to Art. Which anatomi- 
7Jng ofLetters, though it cannot be rightly done by any but a skilful Artifi:^ 
yet, for the truth thereof, I would iiOt wi{h you fo much to depend upon the 
judgments of others, as on the knowledge which your own Experience may 
gfiin you therein j the various applications and efFe£^s of the Pen in eachilroke 
and letter being of grand concernment to a Learner, and no way fo attain- 
able as by diligent obfervation and continuance of pra^ice^ which to facilitate 
and abbceviate, confult with the following coniiderations : v/i-x.. 

Every part of fuch lines or firokes, and even the fmallef): particle of fiich 
Letters as belong to round hands (as moft of our Secretaries now in nfe are^ 
muft be made, fo miick as is requifite^ circular. The contrary is to be obferved 
in fquare hands, as the German Text, our fet Secretary, and many liands 
derived from them ; but for the form of Italian hand, which participates of 
neither, this Diftick may be pertinent.

A LI our new compos'd Couffary Secretaries (hqiild kiecp a kind of Cor- 
.refpondence with thofe hands whence they arederiv'd i for the varia- 
tion or diverfe pennings of Italian hands, affordihg great variety foi 
choice, it depends much on maturity of Judgment to .chiife,. and from them 
to make j^ch derivations as may be moft expeditious, gracefull, and com- 
jnendable. Alfo fo much regard muft be had to the mikture of hands, as that 
there may be an Artfiill compliance of Letters, and a reafonable refemblancc 
one of another, for it were ridiculous for a man to croud into a hand natu- 
rally perpendicular Cas our Set Secretary is) the Letters of another confift- 
ing of oblique or (lanting lines, as the Roman and Italian hands do.
